CORN planting continued to make rapid
progress, with 86% of the acreage
planted as of May 1l compared with 27%
last year and the 5-year (1975-79)
average of 52%. Much of the early
planted corn is now up.

SOYBEAN planting also progressed
rapidly with 29% of the acreage planted
meompared with 1% last year and 10% for
.6 5-year average. Some growers were
.aiting for rain before continuing soy-
bean planting.

WINTER WHEAT was reported as 17% excel-
lent, 70% good, and 13% fair. Winter
wheat was heading out in a few areas with
5% headed compared with 3% last year and
32% for the average.

ALFALFA was reported as 127 excellent,
77% good, and 11% fair.

PASTURES were reported as 6% excellent,
65% good, and 29% fair. Pastures were
supplying about 85% of the livestock
roughage requirements, compared with 79%
last year and 80% for the 5-year average.

SOIL MOISTURE was reported as 10% ade-
quate and 90% short.

There were 7.00 DAYS SUITABLE for FIELD-
WORK for the week ending May 9.

FUEL SUPPLIES remain mostly adequate
throughout the State.

MAIN ACTIVITIES included planting corn and
soybeans, seedbed preparation and spread-
ing fertilizer.

WEATHER

TEMPERATURES for the period of May 5-11
averaged near normal across the State. The
week started very warm with maximum tempera-
tures climbing into the 80's. A cool trend
developed during midweek sending minimum
temperatures in the northern sections below
the freezing mark.

PRECIPITATION was very light as amounts
ranged from trace to .25 of an inch. The
Springfield area received the heaviest
amount (near 1/2 of an inch), while the
extreme South received no rain. The little
rain that did fall fell at the end of the
week.

The OUTLOOK for the period of May 14 thru
20 is for near normal temperatures and near
normal precipitation in Illinois.
